You are not a very good 
reader of the Sierra Madre 
News. For seven years we 
have been raving and rant¬ 
ing about the “Drug Traffic” 
in Sierra Madre. At one 
time, two years ago, under 
heavy criticism from Can¬ 
yon reside.nts, wo effected a 
meeting between Concerned 
Parents, the Chief of Police 
and those in the know about 
narcoties. The meeting was 


at City Hall. It was well 
publicized, by the news¬ 
paper,s of the area and by 
telephone. The night of the 
meeting only three couples 
showed up . . . Not much 
concern was it? 

’Thousands of dollars in 
narcotics are sold every day 
In Sierra Madre. The Police 
know about this, but are 
helpless to do anything 
about it. TTiey catch “push¬ 
ers” and the courts let them 
go and they have been 
known to be back selling 
within a 24-hour period. 

Police know that narcotics 
are in a certain place, in a 
car, in possession, but they 
cannot search for them; if 
they do and they find them 
the court will let the per¬ 
son go. 1 have actually .seen 
an individual arr e s t e d, 
brought t() the City Hall and 
when in .iail taking off his 
boots, have narcotic pills 
fall out of hi.s boots and 
look down at them and say 
“Where did they come 
from?” and oft times the 
Police are accused of plant¬ 
ing the narcotics on the In¬ 
dividual. 

You think it was .some¬ 
thing to learn that over the 
weekend there was a death 
and two cases sent to the 
hosnital with “Overdoses.” 
"nilS IS AN EVERY WEEK 
OCCURANCE. In fact at tlie 
time this was transpiring in 
Sierra Madre, it was like¬ 
wise happening in Arcadia 
a.nd Monrovia. At one time 
three ambulances were roll¬ 
ing in the vicinity ALL on 
narcotics. 

You have a tendency to

You .should take the time 
that I have taken and be 
present at the Police De¬ 
partment when these “Us- 
er.s” and “Pushers” are 
brought in; you would never 
be so sick of life as you 
would be at that time, to see 
and hear what the Police 
have to go through and can 
do nothing about. 

Currently we are running, 
.spon.sored by the merchants 
in' Sierra Madre who care, 
advertising every - oth e r - 
week, notifying the general 
public about Narcotics. Have 
you read' those? 

Would you be surprised to 
learn that right here in 
Sierra Madre, In one of our 
schools, there is a 9 year old 
hoy that is constantly under 
the influence of narcotics. 
Wmild you believe that not 
too long ago, at a school 
dance, a young gii'l, after 
her first soft drink was 
given another that made ber 
■sick and sleepy; .she called 
for her parents a.nd it was 
proven later that it had 
■been “spiked” witli a .nar¬ 
cotic. How do you defeat 
these conditions. Chain your 
children to the bed post? 

You w.ant me to terrify 
yo.u? Sub.serlher, I am so 
damn terrified my.self, with

should wake up your neigh¬ 
bors. 

The problem is not your 
local Police Department; the 
problem lays with the Laws 
of our land', and the inter¬ 
pretation by the courts as 
to those laws; but only when 
those things get close to us 
do any of us become La- 
CITED.”

Afterwards, hg wrote a book 
entitled ‘‘How the Commu¬ 
nist Nc'gotiate.” Published 
in 1955, this book is must 
reading for anyone who 
would understand the Paris 
peace talks .now being con¬ 
ducted. 

Of course the books gives 
one insight into the Com¬ 
munists’ method and pur¬ 
pose of negotiation. But the 
most important story which 
the book reveals is how the 
United States negotiates 
with Communists. The tra¬ 
gedy during the Korean 
negotiations was the lack of 
commitment on the part of 
the United States govern¬ 
ment. The same i.s true to¬ 
day with the so-called peace 
talks going on in Paris re¬ 
garding Vietnam — a war 
written into the pages of 
history with the blood of 
tens of thousa.nds of Amer¬ 
ica’s finest fallen during 
these negotiations. 

Tlie highlight of the Kor¬ 
ean truce negotiations was 
that the United States gov¬ 
ernment neutralized the ef¬ 
forts of the .negotiators on 
just about every major is¬ 
sue by renouncing past com¬ 
mitments. 

Today it would be well to 
read this very enlightening 
and important hook, for it 
will provide a background 
to the Vietnam talks in 
Paris. The ie.s.sons learned in 
Korea are invaluable. The 
principle one we should 
have learned' is never nego¬ 
tiate with a Communi.st, un¬ 
less it is from a position of 
power (victory).

been built and the runoff 
distribution around town. 

In an average year we 
consume about 2300 acre 
feet of water in the City. 
During years of above nor¬ 
mal rainfall we collect this 
amount of water and more. 
During times of subnormal 
rainfall we are forced to 
pump out more than we can 
produce. 

There arc two hitches with 
this system. First, our u,n- 
derground' reserves are not 
adequate in- case of a pro¬ 
longed dry period. We are 
limited not only by the ac¬ 
tual amount of water stored 
underground but also by 
the terms of a legal stipu¬ 
lation on pumping rights in 
the Raymond Basin. Second¬ 
ly, we have no source of 
supplemental water in case 
of a drouth. The last time 
we needed' supplemen t a 1 
water was during the drouth 
of the mid-60s. We obtained 
the needed water from Ar¬ 
cadia but we have been 
told by Arcadia that no 


Speaks 

more water will be avail¬ 
able to us. 

Not being able to provide 
sufficient water is a serious 
matter to a City. So serious 
in fact, that a City could 
be forced to .disincorporate 
and join with a community 
which could provide ade¬ 
quate water. 

What has Sierra Madre 
done to solve this pro-blem? 
Since the late 19,50s we have 
belong to the San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict, an agency formed with 
the express purpose of pro¬ 
viding supplemental water 
to member cities. But at this 
time this agency has only 
4-member cities and has 
neither water nor pipes in 
which to transport water. 

Next week, I shall (with 
the help of Mr. Perry H. 
Brown, our representative to 
the SGVMWD) discuss the 
history of SGVMWD and the 
problems facing Sierra Ma- 
dTe as a member of the dis¬ 
trict.
